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Bus wreck, garage 
audit to impact 
cost of insurance 
for Lincoln schools

STANFORD —Lincoln 
County’s school system is 
facing a potential rate 
increase in its property 
and liability insurance due 
to recent events surround¬ 
ing district school buses. 

When the district asked 
for bids from insurance 
companies to insure the 
school system during the 
coming 2014-15 school 
year, it got zero bids back, 
District Finance Officer 
Marsha Abel told board of 
education members May 
22 . 

The lack of bids was 
due to a May 7 bus wreck 
and a recent transportation 
audit that found multiple 
deficiencies with how the 
school district’s bus 
garage operates, according 
to school board agenda 
paperwork filed by 
Superintendent Karen 
Hatter. 

The district’s current 
insurance company, 
Wright Specialty 

Insurance, will insure the 
district again, but the pre¬ 
mium cost will likely 
increase, Hatter said. 

Wright Specialty is con¬ 
ducting an investigation 
into the bus wreck and 
plans to complete that 
investigation before pro¬ 
posing a specific premium 
amount, she said. 

A Lincoln County 
school bus carrying 48 
students collided head-on 
with a pickup truck along 
Ky. 78 between 
Hustonville and Stanford 
the morning of May 7. 

The driver of the pickup 
truck was cut from his 
vehicle and airlifted from 
the scene but ultimately 
died of the injuries he sus¬ 
tained in the wreck. 

The bus driver and a 
total of 37 students were 
treated for non-life-threat¬ 
ening injuries. 

Larry Linville with 
Wright Specialty told 
board members his insur-

STANFORD — A zoning 
amendment that would allow 
farmers to start their own 
agricultural repair businesses 
has been tabled after Lincoln 
magistrates expressed con¬ 
cerns that the change would 
not also allow for a sawmill 
factory to be opened on an 
Amish farm. 

The proposed amendment 
to Lincoln County’s planning 
and zoning laws would allow 
the Lincoln County Planning 
and Zoning Commission to 
approve conditional-use per¬ 
mits for farmers who want to 
operate a small business 
repairing farm machinery and 
vehicles, planning and zoning 
attorney Jeff Ralston told

Audits show 
LCHS, district 
have improved

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County High School and the 
school district office have 
made substantial improve¬ 
ments since the state first 
audited their academic prac¬ 
tices in 2012, according to a 
pair of audit reports from the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education. 

As a result of the 
improvements, the state has 
now reversed its previous 
mling that the board of edu¬ 
cation was unable to lead 
recovery efforts at the high 
school, Superintendent 
Karen Hatter said. 

But the news wasn’t 100- 
percent positive — auditors 
identified a need for stan¬ 
dardized grading and a 
problem with consistent stu¬ 
dent engagement in differ¬ 
ent classrooms. 

State auditors visited 
Lincoln County in late 
March, about two years after 
an initial audit team came to 
the county and identified 
deficiencies at the high 
school and district office. 

The audits are due to 
Lincoln County High 
School being classified as a 
“persistently low-achiev¬ 
ing” (PLA) school in late 
2011. 

This year’s auditors found 
that nearly all the original 
deficiencies identified in 
2012 have been taken care 
of, according to the audit 
reports. 

Auditors ruled that all six 
deficiencies identified at the 
high school had been 
“addressed satisfactorily.” 
They ruled the same for five 
out of six deficiencies iden¬ 
tified at the district office. 

Auditors said school offi¬ 
cials had only partially 
addressed the following 
deficiency: “The superin¬ 
tendent, district leadership 
and school community have 
not fostered a culture of high 
expectations.” 

Auditors noted that “the 
district and the school have 
taken important first steps,” 
but also wrote that “class¬ 
room observations show 
inconsistent implementation 
of expected instructional 
outcomes,” according to the 
district audit report. 

Auditors' negative find¬ 
ings stemmed largely from 
walkthroughs conducted at 
the high school, where they 
observed students in every 
classroom, Hatter and high 
school Principal Tim 
Godbey said. 

Hatter said while local 
school officials usually 
observe teachers to make 
sure they are teaching prop¬ 
erly, the auditors used a dif-

Meade sponsors companion bill 


Representative David 
Meade, R-Stanford 

announced Senate bill 108, a 
companion bill to legislation 
he sponsored, passed both 
chambers during the recent¬ 
ly completed 2014 Regular 
Session. Senate Bill 108 is 
similar to House Bill 198, 
sponsored by Rep. Meade, 
and deals with rape cases 
and protecting victims by 
banning parental and visita¬ 
tion rights for any person 
convicted of sexual abuse or 
sexual assault where a child 
is conceived as part of the 
crime. 

“I want to thank Senators 
Sara Beth Gregory and 
Chris Girdler for working 
with me in getting this 


important legislation 

through the House and 
Senate so it can become 
law,” said Rep. Meade. 
“Now victims who choose 
to deliver and love a child 
conceived during this horri¬ 
ble crime will not have to go 
through the stress and worry 
that they may have to allow 
their attacker rights to their 
child.” 

The bill almost died in 
the House on the final night 
of the session on April 15, 
when an unrelated amend¬ 
ment was attached to change 
the regulation of limited lia¬ 
bility corporations in 
Kentucky. 

“I along with many other 
legislators were shocked 


and upset that the Speaker 
of the House and others in 
leadership would attempt to 
play politics with this bill by 
placing a last minute 
amendment just to curry 
favor with the Secretary of 
State,” Rep. Meade added. 
“Several of us in the House 
stood up and expressed our 
opposition to the amend¬ 
ment, which we were able to 
vote down forcing them to 
remove it and pass the bill, 
as the General Assembly 
and the people of the 
Kentucky intended it to be.” 

Senate Bill 108 was sent 
to Governor Be shear when 
the session ended on April 
15, and it awaits his signa¬ 
ture.

Free speech if you 
agree with me 


Campus collisions over 
commencement speakers. 
Over-the-top public reaction to 
celebrity shockers. And gen¬ 
uine fear of physical reprisals 
over controversial issues. 

Clearly, we’re a nation vig¬ 
orously exercising our lungs 
as well as our rights. 

Vigorous give-and-take in 
the “marketplace of ideas” is 
part and parcel of the First 
Amendment. The amend¬ 
ment’s 45 words protect our 
right to speak out, but certain¬ 
ly don’t mandate politeness in 
public comment or shelter 
those in that marketplace from 
less than full-throttle debate in 
the hope of changing minds or 
winning elections. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
over the years has reaffirmed 
our right to speak out even 
when it brings pain to others 
— at military funerals or by 
allowing Nazi-wannabes to 
march through a predominate¬ 
ly Jewish neighborhood near 
Chicago. 

But we can go from “rights 
to wrong” — by preventing 
speakers from being heard 
simply because we oppose 
their views. By threatening 
harm rather than challenging 
ideas. And by trying to extin¬ 
guish voices in place of speak¬ 
ing out ourselves. 

William Bowen, former 
president of Princeton 
University, used his com¬ 
mencement speech at 
Haverford College just days 
ago to criticize a small group 
of students and professors 
who campaigned against the 
original speaker, Robert 
Birgeneau, former chancellor 
of the University of California, 
Berkeley. The critics attacked 
Birgeneau for his 2011 deci¬ 
sions in an incident involving 
police and student demonstra¬ 
tors. 

Vocal protests and the threat 
of more led former Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice to 
cancel her commencement 
speech at Rutgers University. 
International Monetary Fund 
Director Christine Lagarde 
withdrew as speaker at Smith 
College’s graduation cere¬ 
monies. Brandeis University 
pulled back an invitation — 
along with the offer of hon¬ 
orary degree — after opposi¬ 
tion arose to Ayaan Hirsi Ali, a 
Muslim women’s advocate 
who has made comments criti¬ 
cal of Islam. 

If nowhere else in our soci¬ 
ety, universities should be 
places where differences of 
opinion and opposing views 
are aired and discussed, not 
shunned or victim to political 
correctness and closed minds. 
But lest we think this rampant 
aversion to being offended by 
those whose views we oppose 
is limited to academia, let’s 
take a broader view. 

Mozilla co-founder CEO 
Brendan Eich resigned some 
weeks ago after an orchestrat¬ 
ed campaign by some staff 
and businesses to damage the 
company’s business. Criticism 
erupted earlier this year over a 
$1,000 personal donation Eich 
made in 2008 to an California 
petition effort opposing gay 
marriage. 

One column writer, in the 
online publication The Daily 
Beast, advanced the theory 
that Eich invited such retalia¬ 
tion because he didn’t just

express his views, but rather 
urged using the “power of the 
state” in support of them. I 
believe Madison and Jefferson 
and others called that the dem¬ 
ocratic process — advocating 
policies and laws based on 
one’s views, in a freely con¬ 
ducted political campaign in 
which all arguments may be 
heard. 

The Dixie Chicks’ country 
music career hit a slump in 
2003 after singer Natalie 
Maines slammed then- 
President George W. Bush 
during a concert in Great 
Britain. Critics stopped buying 
“Chicks” records and concert 
tickets — but others made 
death threats. 

As Maines later asked in 
song: “How in the world/ can 
the words that I said/ Send 
somebody so over the edge/ 
That they’d write me a letter/ 
Saying that I better shut up 
and sing/ Or my life will be 
over.” 

Threats of over-the-top 
retaliation have led to legal 
attempts — unsuccessful thus 
far — in California and 
Washington state to hide the 
names of those who signed 
petitions in support of referen- 
dums opposing laws legaliz¬ 
ing gay marriage — advanc¬ 
ing the theory that public 
debate will be diminished if 
one side fears violence or 
intimidation simply for partici¬ 
pating. 

In court filings, those advo¬ 
cates presented multiple 
accounts of vandalism, threats 
of being “gunned down,” 
ongoing public harassment at 
home or work, and even of 
people being fired from jobs 
though no political activity 
had taken place at work. In 
other words, mob over mind. 

There’s no ready answer — 
or bright “don’t cross” line — 
in determining when sharp 
and pointed debate turns into 
what’s colloquially called a 
“heckler’s veto,” hushing a 
speaker by shouting them 
down. 

But there is value in allow¬ 
ing an opponent’s views to be 
fully heard — if only to be 
better prepared to counter 
those ideas, and to ensure the 
right to be fully heard oneself. 

Long-deferred national con¬ 
versations over race, gay 
rights, religious diversity and 
more have prompted remarks 
and proposals that have been 
uncomfortable to hear, at 
times even repugnant to many. 
Time and again, the key to 
countering such views — and 
advancing our nation — has 
been more speech, not less. 

Freedom of speech means 
all can set up and “hawk their 
wares” in the marketplace of 
ideas. It does not empower 
someone to, figuratively or lit¬ 
erally, bum down the opposi¬ 
tion’s display.

Tax reform essential if Kentucky 
wants bright economic future 


This is an election year in a poor 
state, five years into a slow recovery 
from a devastating recession. No 
wonder everyone is talking about 
jobs. 

Political talk about jobs is often just 
that — talk. But two recent economic 
reports offered insight that candidates 
and officeholders should take to heart. 

One says that places with an edu¬ 
cated, trained work force not only 
attract more and better jobs — no sur¬ 
prise there — but also that they recov¬ 
er more quickly from economic 
shocks. 

The other report shows that 
Kentucky has been slower than the 
rest of the nation to emerge from the 
recession, producing fewer and less 
desirable jobs than most other states. 

But the truly bad news is that 
unless policy makers are willing to do 
the hard work of tax reform, this 
downward cycle will not change. 

Gov. Steve Beshear offered a tax 
reform package — based on the work 
of a task force led by Lt. Gov. Jerry 
Abramson — to the General 
Assembly this year that went 
nowhere. There is a profound unwill¬ 
ingness among lawmakers to accept 
short-term personal political pain for 
collective long-term economic gain. 

Beshear, in his second term with no 


plans to run for another public office, 
can take the message to voters, and 
those they elect, that tax reform is an 
essential first step in any serious, 
long-term jobs plan. 

Senate President Robert Stivers, R- 
Manchester, and Speaker of the House 
Greg Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, should 
also work with their chambers and 
their caucuses to get this done for 
Kentucky. 

Kentucky's tax code gives away 
more revenue in loopholes than is col¬ 
lected, and captures virtually nothing 
from the rapidly growing service sec¬ 
tor of the economy. 

With this scenario, it's inevitable 
that General Assemblies will continue 
to cut education at every level, further 
undermining Kentucky's work force 
preparedness. 

The two economic reports men¬ 
tioned earlier make this clear. 

It isn't news that education drives 
employment but the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Cleveland, whose district 
includes Kentucky from Lexington 
eastward, documented that education 
also plays a role in how rapidly an 
area emerges from a recession. 

Louisville economist Paul Coomes, 
in a study for the Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce, found our state has 
been slower than the nation to emerge 


from the recession. 

But that slow recovery hasn't been 
universal. The Cleveland Fed 
observed: "Places like Lexington ... 
which have high shares of adults with 
bachelor's degree, have also seen 
some of the strongest employment 
gains during the recovery." 

Lexington outstrips the nation in 
high-school graduates and those with 
a bachelor's degree or higher. But 
Lexington is an outlier in Kentucky, 
which lags the nation in both cate¬ 
gories. 

Perhaps even more disturbing for 
all of Kentucky is where our jobs 
have been created in the last four 
years, according to Coomes' analysis. 
The leader by far is "employment 
services," more commonly known as 
temp agencies. Coomes' list also 
includes government and auto manu¬ 
facturing — sectors that generally 
provide living wages and benefits — 
but is rounded out with sectors like 
food service and nursing homes. 

Any job is a lifeline to someone 
without one. But too many of 
Kentucky's jobs leave people treading 
water, getting nowhere. And that's the 
way it will be as long as Kentucky's 
leaders avoid setting our tax structure 
on a course that will sustain adequate 
work-force training and education.

ferent “observation tool” — 
referred to by the acronym 
ELEOT — which focuses on 
observing student behaviors. 

As a result, auditors appar¬ 
ently saw some issues with 
student involvement and par¬ 
ticipation that school officials 
had not anticipated. 

“Observations revealed 
inconsistent evidence of active 
student engagement and dif¬ 
ferentiated learning experi¬ 
ences to meet the unique needs 
of students,” auditors wrote in 
their high-school-audit report. 

Auditors said classroom 
time was “mainly teacher-led” 
and used “whole-group meth¬ 
ods.” There wasn’t strong evi¬ 
dence from the observations 
that teachers were working 
together to “deliver personal¬ 
ized instruction and increase 
student engagement,” they 
added. 

Godbey called those find¬ 
ings by the auditors “alarm¬ 
ing” and told board members it 
was his responsibility to make 
sure students were being 
helped on an individual basis. 
Based on the auditors’ reports, 
“just the opposite is happen¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“As the principal, Eve got to 
ensure that every classroom is 
engaging,” Godbey said. 

Auditors also noted the high 
school needs an “aligned, stan- 
dards-based grading system” 
— an issue Godbey said 
school officials were already 
aware of prior to the audit and 
plan to address. 

The need for standardized 
grading was listed as the high 
school’s only “improvement 
priority” by auditors. 

“Few or no teachers use 
common grading and report¬ 
ing policies,” the report reads. 
“Policies, processes and proce¬ 
dures, if they exist, are rarely 
implemented across grade lev¬ 
els or courses and may not be 
well understood.” 

In order to fix the grading 
problem, auditors recom¬ 
mended the school train teach¬ 
ers to create a common grad¬ 
ing and reporting policy based 
on clear definitions. 

The high school also had 
five “opportunities for 
improvement” — areas where 
the school doesn’t have any 
major issues but could do bet¬ 
ter, according to the auditors. 

Auditors listed six improve¬ 
ment priorities for the district 
office. They said the district 
needs to: 

• build support for “shared 
vision and beliefs ... across all 
schools;” 

• begin evaluating decisions 
made by the board of educa¬ 
tion to make sure they are 
appropriate; 

• evaluate how well the dis¬ 
trict is supporting student 
learning; 

• make sure teachers are 
engaging students in learning; 

• develop policies for stan¬ 
dardized grading; and 

• regularly evaluate the 
effectiveness of the district’s 
assessment system. 

Auditors also listed other 
concerns and opportunities for 


improvement at the district 
level. 

Hatter said many of the 
problems auditors identified 
were already on school offi¬ 
cials’ radar. 

“All of these things have 
already been addressed in our 
improvement plan as action 
items,” she said. “We have 
addressed all of these (prob¬ 
lems); we need to now go to a 
deeper level with it.” 

Godbey said one big posi¬ 
tive from the reports is that 
auditors identified what they 
call a “promising practice” at 
the high school: All the teach¬ 
ers participate regularly in 
“professional learning com¬ 
munities.” 

Out of 19 schools audited 
this year, auditors found only 
three with a promising prac¬ 
tice, Godbey said. 

“The school’s commitment 
to developing highly function¬ 
ing collaborative professional 
learning communities (PLCs) 
in all content areas and cours¬ 
es was evident,” auditors 
wrote. “... Highly functioning 
PLCs are essential to the 
school turnaround process.” 

Hatter and Godbey said the 
reports show it will be possi¬ 
ble for Lincoln County High 
School and the district to 
dump the PLA status after the 
2014-15 school year. 

Emerging from PLA status 
would bring an end to the reg¬ 
ular academic audits from the 
state, Hatter said. 

In order to accomplish that, 
Godbey said the high school 
has to do three things: 

• have a graduation rate of 
70 percent or higher; 

• stay out of the bottom 5 
percent of schools in academ¬ 
ic performance in Kentucky; 
and 

• meet the school’s “annual 
measurable objective” (AMO) 
for three years in a row. 

The first two will not be a 
problem — the high school’s 
graduation rate is well above 
70 percent and its academic 
performance has improved to 
be in the top 30 percent of 
high schools in the state, 
Godbey said. 

The high school met its 
AMO last year, and is expect¬ 
ed to meet its AMO for this 
year, Godbey said. 

“I think we’ll do it next 
year, as well,” he said. 

Hatter said the district met 
its AMO last year and similar¬ 
ly expects to meet its AMOs 
for this year and next year. 

Board of Education 
Chairman Jim Kelley com¬ 
mended Hatter and other 
school officials for taking 
action and helping with a suc¬ 
cessful turnaround effort. 

Officials in some of the 
other districts who received 
the PLA label “rolled over and 
played dead,” Kelley said. 

“This isn’t easily done, 
what’s happened here,” he 
said. “... But we owned up to 
where we were and then we 
decided to dig ourselves out of 
the hole. And I think Ms. 
Hatter and her comrades 
deserve a lot of praise. 

“We’re going to come out a 
better district than those that 
have never been there.”

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magistrates Tuesday. 

“What we’ve tried to do is put some¬ 
thing together that maintains an agricul¬ 
tural zone and yet still allows individu¬ 
als who farm to have an opportunity to 
supplement their income through an 
agricultural repair business,” Ralston 
said. “We think we’ve come up with 
something that’s workable, something 
that can be applied across the board.” 

The purpose of planning and zoning 
is to first plan for how the county’s land 
should be used in the future, and then 
zone in a way to support that use, 
Ralston said. 

In order to “preserve, promote and 
protect” Lincoln County’s agricultural 
lands, officials should avoid allowing 
industry to get a foothold in areas that 
have not been zoned for industrial uses, 
Ralston said. 

But in the case of small agricultural 
repair shops, the proposed amendment 
would give farmers the option of earn¬ 
ing additional income without funda¬ 
mentally changing the agricultural pur¬ 
pose of the land, he said. 

Magistrates said they had all been 
contacted by a man who wants to build 
portable sawmills on his farm and sell 
them. They expressed concerns that the 
proposed amendment would not allow 
for such a business because it would 
prohibit “manufacturing” in the repair 
shops and require farms to be at least 30 
acres large in order to qualify. 

The man who wants to build the 
sawmill factory does not have a total of 
30 acres, planning and zoning inspector 
Rhonda Brown confirmed. 

Magistrate David Faulkner asked if 
there was any wiggle room when it 
came to the requirements in the amend¬ 
ment, so that someone who met most of 
the requirements but fell short in one 
area could still be granted a conditional- 
use permit. 

Ralston explained that magistrates 
could potentially set the requirements 
however they wish, but once set, the 
law doesn’t give the planning and zon¬ 
ing commission any leeway in follow¬ 
ing those requirements. 

Faulkner said he had concerns about 
the “broad definition of the term, ‘man¬ 
ufacturing’” and wondered if the 
amendment could be modified to allow 
for businesses on agricultural land that 
provide “custom fabrication” instead of 
“manufacturing.” 


SO YOU KNOW 

Lincoln County Fiscal Court will meet in a 
special called session at 9 a.m. Friday to dis¬ 
cuss the planning and zoning amendment 
for agricultural repair shops, and to pass a 
first reading of the county's 2014-15 budget. 

The proposed sawmill factory would 
only be producing five or six sawmills 
per year, which shouldn’t count as man¬ 
ufacturing, Faulkner argued. 

Ralston said that could be a trouble¬ 
some definition and asked whether the 
fiscal court would be comfortable tak¬ 
ing away a conditional-use permit if a 
limit on the number of items produced 
per year was exceeded by one. 

Ralston said the proposed amend¬ 
ment would already be “giving (farm¬ 
ers) something they don’t have now” 
and warned against adding terminology 
that lessens the ability of planning and 
zoning to prevent industrial uses in 
agricultural spaces. 

Providing a way to have a sawmill 
factory on farm land could put the 
county on a slippery slope to having 
industrial-park-like areas popping up in 
the middle of what is supposed to be 
agricultural land, he said. 

“If you’re not careful, what happens 
is that agricultural zone has so many 
conditional use permits in there that it 
becomes (industrial) because if some¬ 
one comes in (with an industrial busi¬ 
ness), we have no basis on which to 
deny that,” he explained. 

Lincoln County Attorney Daryl Day 
said there are lessons learned from the 
court’s successful attempt to block a 
blacktop plant from being built along 
U.S. 150 that apply when considering 
what to do with the proposed amend¬ 
ment. 

The Kentucky Court of Appeals 
upheld the fiscal court’s authority to 
block the zone-change that would have 
allowed the blacktop plant because the 
company that wanted to build the plant 
could not demonstrate that the use of 
the area had changed substantially 
enough, Day said. 

Changing the repair-shop amend¬ 
ment to allow for the sawmill factory 
would provide the necessary foothold 
for other small industrial facilities to 
get conditional-use permits, Day said. 
Then, if a company came in and tried to 
build a large-scale industrial facility in 
the middle of farm land, the fiscal court 
wouldn’t have the evidence on its side 


to prevent it, he explained. 

Judge-Executive Jim Adams said he 
thinks there ought to be a way for the 
amendment to be modified to allow the 
sawmill factory. 

“I can’t help but believe that we are 
becoming a hindrance to small busi¬ 
ness,” he said. “I do know that com¬ 
mon sense should play a part in the 
decisions that we make, however, I 
think that maybe the legal guidelines 
that we have to adhere to sometimes 
prohibit common sense.” 

Magistrate Johnnie Padgett said he is 
bothered by the idea that someone who 
wants to start a business on his own 
land is being prevented from doing so 
by the county’s laws. 

“That just bothers me,” he said. 
“That’s the only thing that bothers me 
about this whole thing. There’s no ini¬ 
tiative for anyone to do anything in this 
county because we won’t let them.” 

Faulkner and Magistrate Lonnie 
Pruitt both said they believe planning 
and zoning to be a good thing for 
Lincoln County in general. But Pruitt 
said he is concerned that it also seems 
to be restricting businesses. 

Faulkner said he doesn’t want to see 
anything done that could “jeopardize” 
planning and zoning by causing magis¬ 
trates to vote to abolish it. 

Ralston said if the court does allow 
for manufacturing on agricultural land, 
he believes magistrates will wind up 
with a much larger number of Lincoln 
County residents complaining about 
what’s happening to the land. 

“You’re going to hear from more 
than just the one man who wants to 
make sawmills,” Ralston said. “You’re 
going to hear from farmers who say, 
‘wait a moment, you’ve opened the 
floodgates to manufacture whatever 
you want to.’” 

Ralston took issue with the idea that 
planning and zoning was getting in the 
way of small businesses. 

“To say we’re not pro-business is 
wrong,” he said. “We are pro-business. 
We’re allowing for something that 
(wasn’t allowed). ... The whole reason 
we were doing this was to promote job- 
creation in Lincoln County.” 

Ultimately, magistrates did not vote 
on a first reading and opted instead to 
table the issue until a special called 
meeting on Friday. 

In the meantime, officials said they 
will be coming up with some ideas for 
better defining “manufacturing” within 
the planning and zoning regulations.

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ance company is doing its 
own investigation into the 
bus wreck in order to be fair 
to the district and to itself, 
because “there’s a lot of pub¬ 
licity out there” about the 
wreck. 

Because Wright Specialty 
is the district’s current insur¬ 
er and it’s less than 75 days 
until the end of the current 
policy, it is required by law 
to offer coverage again for 
the following year, Linville 
said. 

The law also requires that 
the district’s insurance pre¬ 
mium can only increase by 
less than 25 percent, Linville 
said. 

The district is paying 
$ 162,631 for its property and 
liability premium this year, 
Abel said. 

That means if Wright 


Specialty charges the district 
the maximum possible 
increase, the district could 
have to pay more than 


$203,000 for next year’s pre¬ 
mium, which is an increase 
of more than $40,000. 
Linville expected Wright 


Specialty to have a specific 
premium price available in 
time for board members to 
consider it at their regularly 
scheduled meeting on June 
12 . 

The current insurance cov¬ 
erage ends on June 30. 

Workers comp costs 
also rising 

The school district is 
looking into the possibility 
of hiring a risk management 
company to help bring down 
its workers compensation 
insurance premiums. 

The district is facing a 
premium of about $167,000 
for workers comp insurance 
for the coming school year, 
according to school board 
documents. 

That price is higher than it 
could be because the district 
has racked up 27 percent 
more costs than were 


expected from workers 
comp claims over the past 
three years, according to an 
analysis presented to board 
members. 

From October 2009 
through September 2012, 
the district had more than 
$535,000 in workers comp 
claims expenses, which was 
about $251,000 more than 
what was expected for an 
organization the size of 
Lincoln’s school district, 
according to the analysis. 

A single 2010 claim for 
$228,435 makes up the bulk 
of that difference, the analy¬ 
sis shows. 

Superintendent Hatter told 
board members if the district 
were to better control how 
many workers comp claims 
are made, it could cut its 
annual premium costs nearly 
in half, to less than $90,000. 

The vast majority of 
workers comp claims come 


from three sources: slips and 
falls; twists and strains; and 
lifting things, said John 
Funkhouser with Johnson 
and Pohlmann, the insur¬ 
ance company that provides 
the district’s workers comp 
insurance. 

Johnson and Pohlmann 
has recommended the dis¬ 
trict work with East Coast 
Risk Management (ECRM) 
to develop good practices 
that minimize workers comp 
claims, Hatter said. 

Finance Officer Abel said 
she has tentatively planned 
for that in the coming 
school-year budget by 
adding $77,000 in costs for 
professional services. 

Board members gave 
approval for ECRM to move 
forward with initial work; 
they did not approve any 
spending of district funds or 
enter into a contract with 
ECRM yet.

From B1 
coach. 

“I think we’ve actually 
gained ground, because the 
biggest thing the spring 
allowed us to do is it took all 
the pressure off of installing 
an offense and allowed us to 
go back to fundamentals,” 
Leffew said. “If you don’t 
have a foundation in funda¬ 
mentals, you’re not going to 
be a very good football team. 
All spring we focused on 
fundamentals, we focused on 
technique on O-line and D- 
line, which I think puts us 
ahead of where we were in 
the past.” 

Lincoln principal Tim 
Godbey acknowledged that 
the hiring process took 
longer than many had 
expected, but that it was time 
well spent in finding the

interviewing candidates, 
reviewing applications and 
we felt like that our best can¬ 
didate was right here among 
us. Coach Leffew brings a 
wealth of experience, every¬ 
thing from winning state 
high school football champi¬ 
onships, to a successful col¬ 
lege career at the University 
of Louisville, and then going 
on to play for multiple teams 
in the National Football 


League. We did not have 
another applicant that had a 
resume that was anywhere 
close,” he said. 

“We’re very proud to be 
able to hire him and look for¬ 
ward to the change that is 
going to take place in 
Lincoln County football.” 

Leffew, Lincoln’s offen¬ 
sive coordinator for the past 
three seasons, realizes in tak¬ 
ing over a program that was 
22-43 under Settles and 1-4 
in the playoffs that going 
back to the basics is key. 

“We have to correct the lit¬ 
tle things. We have to go 
back to fundamental foot¬ 
ball, technique and every 
aspect of technique,” he said. 
“We’ve not had a football 
outside (spring practice) 
unless the running backs 
have been carrying it in their 
hands,” he said. 

Leffew, who met with the 
Lincoln football team 
Thursday night, said he’s let 
the players know that he will 
be strongly stressing 
accountability and disci¬ 
pline. 

“I’m really going to hold 
these guys to very high 
expectations. The guys know 
it, we’ve talked about it and 
they’ve done a great job so 
far through spring,” he said. 

“We can only control what 
we do. We can’t control what 
the district teams do. When 


we go week-in and week-out 
we can only be accountable 
to ourselves, and accounta¬ 
bility and discipline are 
what’s going to allow us to 
get to where we were.” 

Travis Leffew will not be 
the only familiar face back 
on the sidelines this fall. 
Current assistant coaches 
Dean Wilks and Jason Todd 
return, and Leffew said for¬ 
mer assistant coach Daniel 
Foster could possibly rejoin 
the staff. He is looking to 
hire a defensive coordinator 
and a coach for wide 
receivers and defensive 
backs. 

One assistant not making a 
return is Leffew’s older 
brother Bobby, who is join¬ 
ing the coaching staff at 
Boyle. 

“It was probably tough for 
him to come in here (press 
conference), because he’s 
got 68 guys in here that love 
him, and he went to Boyle. 
But at the same time, he’s a 
big supporter of his little 
brother, and that’ll never 
stop at Boyle,” said Travis. 

Bobby showed his support 
by attending Friday’s press 
conference but perhaps 
Leffew’s biggest fans - son 
Peyton, 18-month-old 
daughter Karrington, and 
wife Renita Pennington 
Leffew - were absent. 

“It’s been an honor to be

named the head football 
coach at Lincoln County 
High School, and my wife 
and kids are very excited 
about it,” Leffew said. 
“There’s a lot of excitement 
in my household. They’ve 
given me their blessing to go 
ahead and approach this.” 

Leffew, who had passed 
up other opportunities to 
coach elsewhere as an assis¬ 
tant over the years, said he 
was especially appreciative 
of the support of his wife 
Renita, a former Lincoln 
softball coach. 


“She has been excellent to 
give up a lot of her passions 
for me to pursue mine,” he 
said. “(When I had) the 
chance of going to the NFL 
and playing, she had a 
chance to play professional 
softball and turned it down. 
Coaching softball, she’s kind 
of put that on the back burn¬ 
er for me. She’s been my 
main supporter and my best 
friend through this process.” 

The clock is ticking on the 
countdown to the 2014 foot¬ 
ball season, and Leffew and 
the Patriots are already hard 


at work to prepare for the 
opening kickoff and to put 
Lincoln football back on the 
map. 

“My passion is in improv¬ 
ing young men to become 
men ... and it’s also building 
a football program back to 
what it used to be here. The 
tradition that’s here is very 
strong, we have to get back 
to where it was at,” Leffew 
said. “Doing that is going to 
require the support and 
everybody jumping on board 
with myself, the administra¬ 
tion and the staff.”

800 relay team had one of its 
top times. 

But neither effort was 
quite good enough to get the 
Lady Patriot athletes on the 
medals stand. 

In her event, the 100-meter 
dash, Simpson put up a per¬ 
sonal best time, sprinting to 
the finish in 13.64 seconds to 
finish 21st out of runners. 
Her previous best was 13.72. 

“I’m not happy with my 
time,” said the LCHS junior. 
“I thought I would run a little 
better. But there are some 
really good schools and just 
to be here is enough for me. 
I’m alright.” 

Simpson admitted that she 
wasn’t “alright” as she took 
the track for the 100. 
However, a faulty starter’s 
gun and clock helped to 
change that. 

“It was kind of like a little 
stress reliever because I was 
really nervous before and I 
was like, ‘I really don’t want 
to go right now, so I’m just 
going to wait,”’ said 
Simpson, who had to wait 
through several test starts 
before the gun finally sound¬ 
ed. “(The delay) just gave me 
more time to calm myself 
because I was so nervous. It 
was my first year ever to 
come here, my first year to 
do track so it was all a bit 
overwhelming for me.” 

“And I did finish 21st,” 
she added. “I was seeded 
24th (out of 24, pre-race 
seeding) and I beat that.” 

North Hardin’s Kianna 
Gray beat all comers to the 
finish in the 100, winning in 
a state-record 11.81 seconds. 
The win was one of three for 
the junior, who also won the 
100-meter hurdles and 200- 
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meter dash titles. 

Simpson, King, Lester and 
Miller did not beat their sea¬ 
son-best time or their pre¬ 
race seeding in the 800 relay, 
completing the race in a time 
of 1:54.62 to finish 23rd out 
of 24 teams. The Lincoln 
team was seeded 23rd and 
reached state with a 1:54.17. 

“I think it was a good 
experience and we had fun,” 
said Lester, a sophomore. 
“We did our best. Even 
though we might not have 
done as good as we wanted 
to, we did our best and we 
still had fun.” 

“It was a great experience 
being here for the first time, 
running against different 
runners and meeting new 
people,” added Miller, a jun¬ 
ior. “We made it to state and 
had fun.” 

Like Simpson, Lester and 
Miller also experienced a 
case of nerves as they capped

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: May is a great time to catch redear sunfish 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - A day 
spent catching fish from the 
bank of a pond or lake will 
hook a novice angler and 
entertain the most experi¬ 
enced one. 

May traditionally offers 
good opportunities for anglers 
as fish move shallow to 
spawn - and into easy casting 
range. 

“If you’re interested in 
catching fish, this time of year 
is really cool,” said Neal 
Jackson, western fisheries dis¬ 
trict biologist with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “You 
have channel catfish, you 


have bluegill and you have 
redear, all in the same loca¬ 
tion. 

“You could be fishing with 
light tackle and catch a 12- 
inch redear, which fights like 
a mule, and the next cast you 
might catch a 5-pound chan¬ 
nel cat on your 6-pound line.” 

If redear sunfish are what 
you’re after, Kentucky and 
Barkley lakes hold excellent 
populations with some fish 
pushing 12 inches. 

“When you factor in the 
roundness of the fish, it’s the 
size of a small plate,” Jackson 
said. “That size sunfish is 
something a lot of people 


haven’t ever seen. When you 
catch one it just blows you 
away. Even the smaller ones, 
the 10 inchers, are really 
impressive.” 

The redear, also known as a 
shellcracker because of its 
ability to crack open snail and 
small mussel shells, typically 
begins spawning when the 
water temperature climbs into 
the 70s. 

Redears colonize like 
bluegill, but nest in deeper 
water. To locate shellcrackers, 
look for bedding bluegill up 
against a bank. Then focus 
your attention on deeper 
water a little farther out from 


the shore. 

Shellcrackers often gather 
in the backs of the bays in 
areas with gravel bottoms and 
vegetation like milfoil or mus¬ 
tard flowers. 

“The redear seem to key on 
the aquatic vegetation,” 
Jackson said. “I assume that’s 
got to do with the fact they 
feed on snails and mussels.” 

A period of stable weather 
and consistent lake levels help 
improve an angler’s odds. 

“We went a week ago and 
caught a bunch of fish in a 
couple feet of water,” Jackson 
said. “But then we got a 10- 
degree drop in water tempera¬ 


ture. We went back the next 
day just to see if they were 
still in that same spot and we 
didn’t catch them. The water 
was a little muddy and the 
temperature had dropped.” 

Good baits include red 
worms, wax worms, meal¬ 
worms and crickets, or small 
artificial baits like a jig in 
black or brown that mimics a 
snail or small insect. Fish 
these underneath a bobber and 
close to the bottom. 

Another option is crawling 
a red worm. Tie a hook a few 
inches above a 3/16-ounce 
weight - anglers call this a 
drop-shot rig - then slowly 


move it along the bottom until 
you locate fish. 

McNeely Lake in Jefferson 
County, Cedar Creek Lake in 
Lincoln County, Beaver Lake 
in Anderson County and Pan 
Bowl Lake in Breathitt 
County also offer good oppor¬ 
tunities to catch large redear 
sunfish. 

The statewide daily creel 
limit is 20 fish and there is no 
size limit, but some water 
bodies have special regula¬ 
tions. Pick up a copy of the 
2014 Kentucky Fishing and 
Boating Guide or download 
one online at fw.ky.gov for 
details.

Diseases affecting 
Kentucky roses 


Roses are popular 
garden plants because 
of their beauty and 
pleasant aroma, but a 
new disease is affecting 
roses and threatening to 
change the landscape of 
many Kentucky gar¬ 
dens. 

Rose rosette virus is 
affecting all types of 
roses, including Knock 
Outs, which are known 
for their exceptional 
disease resistance and 
hardiness. Due to the 
high demand for Knock 
Out roses, mass produc¬ 
tion has led to the 
accelerated spread of 
diseased roses through¬ 
out the industry. 

Rose rosette disease 
first appeared on 
Kentucky Knock Outs 
in 2009. It is caused by 
a virus that is trans¬ 
ferred to healthy plants 
during grafting or is 
carried by the micro¬ 
scopic rose leaf curl 
mite. These mites on an 
infected plant can move 
to adjacent roses or can 
travel farther by wind 
currents. Due to their 
size, it is nearly impos¬ 
sible to get good cover¬ 
age with a miticide, so 
miticides are not rec¬ 
ommended. 

Disease symptoms 
include shoot elonga¬ 
tion, abnormal red col¬ 
oring of shoots and 
leaves, exceptional 
thorniness, distorted or 
aborted flowers and a 
cluster of small shoots 
called a witches broom. 
Symptoms begin to 
appear in the spring 
and intensify as the 
season progresses. 

These symptoms 
look like herbicide 
damage. If a plant has 
herbicide damage, 
symptoms will usually 
appear in a larger area. 
Rose rosette disease 
may only first appear 
on one cane or a couple 
of canes scattered 


throughout a plant. 

If a plant is infected 
with rose rosette virus, 
it can become more 
susceptible to other dis¬ 
eases and become less 
winter-hardy. If plants 
are determined to have 
rose rosette, they 
should be removed, as 
viruses are not curable. 
While only a portion of 
a plant may exhibit 
symptoms, the virus 
infects the entire plant. 
Therefore, pruning 
affected canes will not 
save or cure virus- 
infected plants. 

Homeowners and nurs¬ 
ery growers also should 
avoid replanting anoth¬ 
er rose in the same area 
because, while the 
virus cannot survive in 
soil, it can survive on 
any infected root frag¬ 
ments left in the 
ground. 

Individuals can 
reduce risk of spread¬ 
ing rose rosette virus 
by knowing its symp¬ 
toms and carefully 
inspecting all roses in 
the nursery or garden 
center before purchase. 

If growers have an 
established rose gar¬ 
den, they should be 
very cautious when 
bringing any new 
plants in. 

Warm, humid grow¬ 
ing conditions create an 
ideal environment for 
serious problems each 
year with black spot 
and powdery mildew. 

Gardeners can nip 
these fungal diseases in 
the bud by planting 
resistant or tolerant 
varieties and creating 
an unfavorable envi¬ 
ronment for disease 
development. It may be 
necessary to use fungi¬ 
cides throughout the 
summer, especially on 
susceptible varieties. 

To reduce foliar dis¬ 
eases, try to avoid con¬ 
ditions where rose 


leaves remain wet for 
an extended period of 
time. Do not wet 
foliage when watering 
plants and allow suffi¬ 
cient time for leaves to 
dry before nighttime. 
Prune out shading veg¬ 
etation from overhang¬ 
ing trees and provide 
space between rose 
bushes to improve ven¬ 
tilation and sunlight 
penetration. 

Sanitation also is 
important for managing 
rose diseases. If you 
have not already 
removed and destroyed 
old leaves, winter-dam- 
aged canes and debris, 
do it as soon as possi¬ 
ble. These items are a 
source of disease-caus¬ 
ing organisms. 

Many fungicides are 
labeled to control rose 
diseases. Always check 
the label to be sure the 
product controls black 
spot and powdery 
mildew and read and 
follow application 
instructions. To main¬ 
tain disease suppres¬ 
sion, repeat fungicide 
applications at 10- to 
14-day intervals 

throughout the growing 
season. 

Black spot produces 
dark, circular spots 
with fringed borders on 
the top or bottom side 
of leaves. Infected 
leaves often turn yel¬ 
low and drop, reducing 
flower numbers and 
quality. 

White, powdery fun¬ 
gal growth is a sign of 
powdery mildew. It is 
easy to locate on such 
plant surfaces as leaves, 
stems and flower buds. 
Infected leaves may be 
small and deformed.

Changes made to fruit, vegetable 
and wild rice planting rules 


USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) has 
announced fruit, vegetable 
and wild rice provisions 
that affect producers who 
intend to participate in cer¬ 
tain programs authorized 
by the Agricultural Act of 
2014. 

“Similar to previous pro¬ 
grams that we’ve adminis¬ 
tered, planting fruits, veg¬ 
etables or wild rice on base 
acres on a farm can result 
in a payment reduction for 
program participants,” said 
John W. McCauley, State 
Executive Director for the 
Kentucky FSA. 

Producers who intend to 
participate in the 
Agriculture Risk Coverage 
(ARC) or Price Loss 
Coverage (PLC) programs 
are subject to an acre-for- 
acre payment reduction 


when fruits and nuts, veg¬ 
etables or wild rice are 
planted on the payment 
acres of a farm. Payment 
reductions do not apply to 
mung beans, dry peas, 
lentils or chickpeas. 
Planting fruits, vegetables 
or wild rice on acres that 
are not considered payment 
acres will not result in a 
payment reduction. Farms 
that are eligible to partici¬ 
pate in ARC/PLC but are 
not enrolled for a particular 
year may plant unlimited 
fruits, vegetables and wild 
rice for that year but will 
not receive ARC/PLC pay¬ 
ments for that year. 
Eligibility for succeeding 
years is not affected. 

Planting and harvesting 
fruits, vegetables and wild 
rice on ARC/PLC acreage 
is subject to the acre-for- 


acre payment reduction 
when those crops are plant¬ 
ed on either more than 15 
percent of the base acres of 
a farm enrolled in ARC 
using the county coverage 
or PLC, or more than 35 
percent of the base acres of 
a farm enrolled in ARC 
using the individual cover¬ 
age. 

Fruits, vegetables and 
wild rice that are planted in 
a double-cropping practice 
will not cause a payment 
reduction if the farm is in a 
double-cropping region as 
designated by the USDA’s 
Commodity Credit 

Corporation.

USDA announces support for 
renewable biomass energy 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (U SD A) 

announced support for agri¬ 
culture producers and ener¬ 
gy facilities working to turn 
renewable biomass materi¬ 
als into clean energy. The 
support comes through the 
Biomass Crop Assistance 
Program (BCAP), which 
was reauthorized by the 
2014 Farm Bill and will 
resume this summer. 

The Farm Bill authorizes 
$25 million annually for 
BCAP, requiring between 
10 and 50 percent of the 
total funding to be used for 
harvest and transportation 
of biomass residues. 
Traditional food and feed 
crops are ineligible for 
assistance. The 2014 Farm 
Bill also enacted several 
modifications for BCAP, 
including higher incentives 
for socially disadvantaged 
farmers and ranchers, and 
narrower biomass qualifica¬ 
tions for matching pay¬ 
ments, among other 
changes. 

“This initiative helps 
farmers and ranchers man¬ 
age the financial risk of 
growing and harvesting 
energy biomass at commer¬ 


cial scale,” said Farm 
Service Agency 

Administrator, Juan M. 
Garcia. “Investing in agri¬ 
cultural and forestry pro¬ 
ducers who cultivate energy 
biomass and supporting 
next-generation biofuels 
facilities make America 
more energy independent, 
help combat climate change 
and create jobs in rural 
America.” 

BCAP employs three 
types of biomass assis¬ 
tance. For growing new 
biomass, BCAP provides 
financial assistance with 50 
percent of the cost of estab¬ 
lishing a perennial crop. To 
maintain the crop as it 
matures until harvest, 
BCAP provides an annual 
payment for up to five 
years for herbaceous crops, 
or up to 15 years for woody 
crops. To collect existing 
agriculture or forest 
residues that are not eco¬ 
nomically retrievable, 
BCAP provides matching 
payments for mitigating the 
cost of harvesting and 
transporting the materials 
to the end-use facility. 

“For forest residues, this 
year’s matching payments 


are targeted for energy gen¬ 
eration while reducing fire, 
insect and disease threats 
on Forest Service and 
Bureau of Land 
Management lands,” said 
Garcia. “Agriculture 
residues for energy are also 
eligible for matching pay¬ 
ments.” 

“The potential to 
achieve transformational 
progress on biomass energy 
in rural America and gener¬ 
ate tremendous economic 
opportunities is very prom¬ 
ising,” added Garcia. 
“Energy crops occupy the 
space between production 
and conservation, provid¬ 
ing opportunities for mar¬ 
ginal land, crop diversity 
and more energy feedstock 
choices.” 

The USDA Farm Service 
Agency (FSA), which 
administers BCAP, will 
coordinate BCAP enroll¬ 
ments. Information on 
funding availability will be 
published in an upcoming 
Federal Register notice.
